To prevent suffering by drought 
stricken farmers in Cook county, 
funds have been made available by 
the 
Resettlement 
Administration 
for immediate subsistence grants 
and emergency loans for livestock 
feed. 
Farmers in need of assistance 
may apply to the County Rehabili­ 
tation Office at 6 South Vail Street, 
Arlington Heights, Illinois. 
The Rehabilitation office has been 
instructed to give assistance with­ 
out delay where conditions warrant 
prompt aid. 
Applications will be 
accepted and approved in the coun­ 
ty offices given above. The program 
will move as rapidly as the situa­ 
tion requires. 
The Resettlement Administration 
has allocated a total of $225,000.00 
to Illinois for immediate distribu­ 
tion in the form 
of grants and 
emergency loans. Cook county is 
included among those eligible for 
drought aid. 
“Giants are being made for food 
for the family.” ‘‘Emergency feed 
loans to be repaid in 18 months at 
5% interest, secured 
by 
chattel 
mortgage, are made to purchase 
feed to save livestock and to main­ 
tain foundation herds of stock for 
next year.” Emergency crop loans 
on the same terms wil also be made 
to drought stricken farmers.

Renew Demand For State 
Increase of School Aid 


The Illinois State Teachers A s­ 
sociation this week is renew’ing its 
campaign for increased state sup­ 
port of public schools by distribu­ 
ting several thousand copies of a 
bulletin called “ All The Children” 
to educational leaders of the State. 
I he publication comes after a 
year of practical silence on the part 
of the association while awaiting 
the report of the Illinois Education­ 
al Commission, authorized by the 
59th General Assembly and ap­ 
pointed by Governor Horner on 
July 5, 1935. After a year of study 
the Commission’s only recommend­ 
ation was the creation of a State 
Hoard of Education to further in­ 
vestigate the school problems. 
“All The Children” caffs atten­ 
tion to the fact that Illinois is lag­ 
ging 
behind 
the 
other 
leading 
states in state support of educa­ 
tion. It states that the legislature 
in Delaware 
provides $80.0,3 for 
each child in average daily attend­ 
ance, California $70.78, New York 
$59.42, Ohio $40.33 
and 
Illinois 
IU • 19, or less than one-half the 
average for all states. The teach­ 
ers’ program calls for an increase

from the present 13 millions to 30 
million dollars a year, which would 
amount to about $26.12 per pupil, 
the average for the United States. 
The fact that the ability of school 
districts to provide schools varies 
from an assessed valuation of $357 
to $186,885 per pupil, or a ratio of 
I to 524, is pointed out as a reason 
for increased state support. It is 
claimed that the state through its 
broad tax base should equalize ed­ 
ucational opportunity. 
The tax burden thrown on local 
property because of increased en­ 
rollment, decreased valuation, and 
small state aid is indicated as an­ 
other reason why the state should 
take over a larger portion of school 
support. 
High school enrollment 
has increased 36 per cent since 
1927, while the assessed valuation 
has decreased from 8.76 billions to 
5.5 billions or a loss of 37 per cent. 
“ All The Children” closes with 
the statement that Illinois is amply 
able to support the best of schools 
because she has 7.42 per cent of 
the wealth of the United States and 
only 5.25 per cent of the pupils.

permits issued during the current 
year. 
This seems strange to us, for an 
interview here and there with our 
local real estate men convince us 
that there is an acute shortage of 
housing 
facilities 
in 
Arlington 
Heights. 
One of the men interviewed, 
namely, Harold Willson stated that 
more than fifteen out of town fam­ 
ilies made inquiry through his of­ 
fice Sunday, August 23, to rent five 
and six room homes from $35.00 to 
$50.00 per month and that at least 
50'/r of these could have been in­ 
duced to become one of us had the 
proper facilities been available. 
Mr. Willson pointed 
out that 
this condition probably exists be­ 
cause vacant lot owners and pros­ 
pective home owners and investors 
are not aware of the desire of large 
financial institutions as well as the 
Federal Housing Administration to 
co-operate in making it possible 
to build and own their homes. Any 
reliable family can borrow on the 
10-15 or 20 year monthly budget 
plan and oftentimes the payments 
are less than rent for a house of 
inferior quality to the new, and the 
rent which is now obtainable should 


be an attractive investment to the 
investor. 
“I am happy to state,” says Mr. 
Behrens, “that since the publica­ 
tion of the story of home building 
possibilities in your paper last 
week, we have had many inquiries 
and I see no reason 
why 
there 
can not be many new’ homes built 
in Arlington Heights the coming 
months. A great wave of building 
activity exists today in many vil­ 
lages not as advantageously sit­ 
uated as Arlington Heights.” 
According to the above reports it 
can be readily seen that Arlington 
Heights is passing up new’ resi­ 
dents, which of course, means new 
business and a better town, and 
after all we can not stay in the 
same position, we must go forward.
